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Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-6, 9-13, 18-21, 26-33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The closest prior art are, Sorvari et al (US 20040043758 A1 ), Applicants 
Admitted Prior Art (AAPA), Rankin et al (US 6879838) and Pearce (5754125). 

However, Sorvari, AAPA, Rankin and Pearce singularly or in combination, still fail 
to anticipate or render the each and every above cited limitations obvious. Sorvari, 
AAPA, Rankin and Pearce fail to explicitly disclose the combination of steps including 
retrieving of past route search results and email history required to perform and achieve 
the necessary results which is further elucidated through applicants' specification and 
arguments.
